they breathe >y what is known as trach- 
eal gills. This is a structure in which 
the air tubes are yery numerous and 
separated from the water usually by but 
a thin membrane, through which the air 
in the water readily passes, and the ox- 
ygzen becomes available for use. 

The nervous system consists of nerves, 
nerve cords and ganglia. Along the ven- 
tral wall of the body there extend two 
nerve cords, quite close together, and to 
each body segment thee a ganglion. 
In the head region are to be found two 
lerge ganglia, one abcve and one below 
the oesophagus, and connected by a cord 
extending around the oesophagus. From 
the supra-oesophageal ganglian nerves 
extend to the compound eyes, ocelli, an- 
tennae and other parts of the head. The 
labium, maxillae and certain other parts 
are supplied with nerves from the sub- 
oesophageal ganglion.
